Centuries Old 


Those three are the centuries-old, steepod-in- 
tradition Langhorne - Middletown and Fallsington 
libraries and the quite new Regional Library situ­ 
ated in Levittown at th*4 intersection of Levittown 
and Mill Creek Parkways. 
Each of them will be a separate, autonomous, 
self-governed library with the same number of 
books available in each and eventually the same 
hours of operation—at least 65 a week, they hope. 
All of them are public libraries now—that is, 
they receive money from the municipalities tl 
serve and charge no fee to card holders. The idea 
for a federated library sprang somewhat simul­ 
taneously from all three library boards, headed 
by W. ii. Ti cebur st in Langhome-M iddletown, My­ 
ron ( \ Lubash in Fallsington and Donald Bodes of 
Regional. 
Petitions Circulated 


With the help of more than IOO volunteers 
they circulated petitions that put the referendum 
on the ballots in these five municipalities. 
The} circulated a petition in Langhorne Manor 
l>orough, too. However, it ran into an inexplicable 
delay there and as a result the library referendum 
will not be on the ballot in Langhorne Manor. 
It also was somewhat tangled up in Langhorne. 
There, the through solicitor, Frederick A. Bebbing- 
ton, prominent and respected Yardley attorney, in­ 
terpreted the law to the extent that the borough 
council, while it must approve such a referendum, 
could regulate the amount of millage it provides.
